is to rcceivo a salary of 81500 per an­ 
num, and every person obtaining a li­ 
cense is rcqnirod to pay three dollars 
towards this sum.

Ths salaries are to be levied 
upon the Companies in proportion to 
their gross earnings.

not only to pay thése salaries, but all 
the expenses of tho office at Harrisburg, 
and all the official expenses of tbe Sec­ 
retary whilst traveling upon business 
pertaining to his offico.

son.— A nderson’s confession makes a 
pam phlet of sixty-four pages, and is a 
strange narrativo. 
I t declares th a t 
they murdered the women for 12 J cents, 
which they w anted to got a pint o 
whiskey, And th a t both of thom were 
drunk whon the crim e was com mitted. 
T here was g rea t anxiety to w itness 
the execution, and m any people from 
the country came into town for the 
purpose, a large proportion of thom bo- 
ing from M anbeim and its neighborhood. 
A ttem pts wero made to see from p lat­ 
form s erected outside of the walls, but 
they were not successful. 
Tho Sheriff was very strict, and in 
spito of the thousands of applications 
for admission only aboat one hundred 
persons wero perm itted to enter tbe 
prison yard. 
The prisoners passed the night com­ 
posedly. 
The m orning was spent in 
religioas exercises and in conversation 
w ith the m inisters and otliers adm itted 
to see them . 
T he, w rit required th a t 
they should be bung betw een the hours 
of 10 A. M., and 3 P . M. 
About ten o'clock tho wife and chil­ 
dren of Anderson were adm itted to see 
him, a t d the interview and parting were 
most affecting. 
■ 
Soon after eleven o'clock the proces­ 
sion moved from tho interior of tbe 
prison to the platform in the yard, and 
the prisoners walked firm ly to tho fatal 
spot and m oanted the steps. 
Anderson 
made a prayer, fervently and calmly, 
in which ho appealed for m ercy for 
him self and Richards. 
N either of them 
m adekpeeches, however. 
A t twenty-five minutes before twelve 
o’clock, ropes being adjusted around the 
necks of tho crim inals, and all others 
having left the platform , tho lever was 
moved, and it fell, leaving thom hang­ 
ing. 
Anderson died w ithout a strug­ 
gle, and R ichards’ struggles were co t 
protracted. 
A fter hanging for about half an 
hour, tho bodies were taken down for 
interm ent.

[Tho following, from the- American 
Agriculturist, Confirm.» our own experi- 
enrte in regard to shade trees. 
Wo have, 
m a general tiling, pursuod tho method 
here laid down for trimming and plant­ 
ing.— Elitor Compiler.] 
As soon as tho frost is out of the 
ground, holes should be dug for tho 
Spring planting of trees, and as 9000 a« 
tho gronnd becomes settled th e/ should 
be set out. The sap then is only mode­ 
rn tely active. 
Take them up carefully, 
with all the root von can get. 
Pare off 
the woandod parts with a sharp knifo; 
trim out and shortou the tops, heading 
them back', that strong thrifty shoots 
may put oiit for Summer growth. They 
make a much better and earlier lop 
than when’left with long branches with 
á sluggish circulation which frequently 
die the first, or second Summer, and 
never make a satisfactory or well form­ 
ed top. 
If the natural root of the tree 
}>e fibrous, or compact in its rootlets 
like tbo horse-chestnut, or maple, if 
they be cut short, and properly pruned 
of their longer leaders, it will be no 
damage to ibeir future growth if pro­ 
perty set, and covered in at planting. 
' When planted, if at all exposed to in - 
jury from animals, or outside influences, 
they should be well guarded by stakes. 
Don’t select large sbado trees—over 
three inches at the base of the stem— 
nor take them out of Loll, close, woods. 
If they bo taken f'roiirs'natural forest 
growth, let them be from tho skirts of 
the wood; or, better than either,.from 
a nursery^ Forest trees are now much 
grownTntmrseries, and they are far the 
liest. 
Elms, Horse-chestnuts, and Ma­ 
ples are genorally the best, making the 
thriftiest, trees, and the finest shades, 
and the effqpt is more imposing where 
they are alj^nscd in rotation. 
Elms 
i Ulmut Americana)— the true whito 
Elm of the forest—have such diversity 
of shape, that even if po others were 
intermixed, they afford great variety. 
The Horse-obestnnt is compact and uni­ 
form. in appearance; while the different 
varieties of Maple, in wood, bud, leaf, 
co|or of foliage, and habit of branch, 
are the most varied of all our forest 
trees. 
Oaks, Beeches, Hickories, and 
Nutwoods generally, are hard, and 
prongy in root, and mostly refractory 
fivers and growers in transplanting— 
scarcely one in twenty snccoediug, un­ 
less taken from nurseries or open 
- ’jJRumls. 
We do not recommend them, 
only as specimens, or to fill np a wide 
" variety! 
The Tulip, or White Wood 
taken' from the forest, is refractory al- 
mi ; and the Bass-wood, or Linden, al- 
tjioogh a fine tree, invites caterpillars, 
i.nd other destructive insects. Throw in 
an evergreen now and then, and with 
voor Elms, Maples, and Horse-chest­ 
nuts, your shade trees are complete.

" ST M. QC1NBY. 
Daring this month and next, more 
can be effected towards destroying the 
raoth-worm than in all the rest of the 
ééason. 
All outsiders are now frosen 
[o death; only a few eggs and larva that 
have been kept alive by tho warmth of 
the bees' insido the hive, are left, and 
these now commence operations. 
The 
bees drag them out of the combs, and 
drop them tin the floor,, where they 
ipay be found during the cool mornings, 
and destroyed. 
Search thoroughly, as 
every one that escapes may generate 
hundreds, or perhaps thousands, before 
the end of the season. . . . If any stocks 
are weak, it is important to asoertain 
which they are, that they may be par­ 
ticularly guarded against robbers.' It 
is much better to'guard against the be­ 
ginning of evil than to cure it after­ 
wards. Close tho entrance, allowing 
only one bee to pass at once. 
Keep a 
look out on every real warm day for 
the robbers to commence. Do not mis­ 
take a few fighting outside for evidence 
of piHaging; it is often a good sign, and 
indicates courage for defence. 
Visit 
ihem after sundown on such days.— 
Sometimes the bees around a weak hive 
show unusual activity at the time; those 
are robbers, aod if let alone, will appro­ 
priate every particle of honey, while 
^he owners seem to look on with tho 
^tm ost indifference, and make no effort 
to save themselves from famine.

Execution of Anderson and Richards. 


LANCASTER, April 9.—This is the day 


appointed by the Governor for carrying 
into effect the sentence of tho Court 
upon Alexander Anderson and Henry 
.Richards, the two negroes convicted 
of tho murder of Mrs. Garber and Mrs. 
Ream, two respectable elderly ladies of 
Manheim township, about five miles 
from this city. The murder was com- 
mitted on Tuesday morning, "December 
16th, at the house of Mr. Conrad Gar- 
ber, while he was out attending to bu- 
siness. Mrs. licam was a relative by 
marriage of Mrs. Garber, and had call- 
ed in to see her. 
Awhile she was there, 


the murderers came in, on pretext of 
obtaining a job as chimney sweeps, and 
finding tho women defenceless, they 
stabbed them, leaving them dead on 
tho floor, and tlicn stole such money 
as they could lay their hands on aud 
fled. 


As soon as the crime was discovered 


the population was aroused, and pur- 
suit made of the supposed murderers, 
who had been lurking about tho neigh- 
borhood. 
They wore arrested the same 


evening, and were tried and convicted 
at the last term of tlje Court. 
Since 


their conviction, they have made a full 
confession of their guilt, and acknow- 
ledged the justice of their conviction 
and punishment. 


Tho execution, of course, had to take 


place in tho yard of the prison, before 
a limited number of spectators. 
The 


gallows was erected yesterday. It 
consisted of four upright timbers, six- 
teen feet high, connected at the top by 
four cross-ties, across two of which the 
beam rested to which the ropes were 
attached.

Shade Tree Planting. 


[Tho following, from the' American 


Ayrtiult'trtxt, Confirms our own cxpcr-

ground, holes should be dug for tho 
Spring planting of trees, and as soon a« 
the ground becomes settled they should 
Lo set out. The sap then is only raoilo- 
rntcly active. Take them up carefully, 
•with all tho root you can got. 
Pure oft' 


tho wounded purls with a sharp, knife; 
trim ont ond shorten the tops, uoading 
them back, that strong thrifty shoots 
may ptil out for Summer growth. They 
iniiko a much better and earlier top 
than when'loft with long brunches with 
a sluggish circulation which frequently 
die the first, or second .Summer, and 
never make a satisfactory or well form- 
ed top. 
If tho natural root of the tree 


bo fibrous, or compact in ita rootlets 
like tho horse-chestnut, or mnplc, if 
ihey be cut short, and properly pruned 
of their longer loaders, it will bo no 
damage to their future growth if pro- 
perly sot, and covered in at planting. 
' When planted, if at all exposed to in- 
jury from animals, or outside influences, 
they should be well guarded by stakes. 
Don't select Jargo shade trees—over 
three inches at the base of the stem— 
nor take them out of tall, close, woods. 
If they be taken from a natural forest 
growth, let them be from the skirts of 
the wood; or, better than either, from 
!i nursery, forest trees arc now much 
grown in nurseries, and they are far the 
best. Kims, Ilorsc-clicstnuts, and Ma- 
ple.t are generally the best, making the 
thriftiest trees, and the finest shades, 
:<nd the effect is more imposing where 
they arc all used in rotation.

Kim of the forest—have such diversity 
of shape, that even if no others wore 
intermixed, they afford great variety. 
The Horse-chestnut is compact and uni- 
form in appearance ; while tho different 
varieties of Maple, in wood, bud, loaf, 
c'olor of foliage, and habit of branch, 
are the most varied of all our forest 
trees. Oaks, Beeches, Hickories, and 
Xutwoods generally, are hard, and 
prongy in root, and mostly refractory 
livers and growers in transplanting— 
M-areoly one in twenty succeeding, un- 
less taken from nurseries or open 


"*"J?WJand.s. We do not recommend them, 


only as specimens, or to fill up a wide 
variety. The Tulip, or White Wood 
tukon from tho forest, is refractory al- 
i-o ; and the Bass-wood, or Linden, al- 
liiough a fine treo, invites caterpillars, 
i.nd other destructive insects. Throw in 
;m evergreen now and then, and with 
your Elms, Maples, and Horse-chest- 
nuts, your shade trues arc complete.

Bees in April.

During this month and next, more 


(•an bo effected towards destroying tho 
moth-worm than in all the rest of the 
season. All outsiders are now frozen 
to death; only afew eggs nndlarvathat 
have been kept alive by the warmth of 
tho bees inside the hive, are left, and 
these now commence operations. 
The 


bees drag them out of. the combs, and 
drop them on tho floor, where they 
may be found during the cool mornings, 
and destroyed. Search thoroughly, as 
every one that escapes may generate 
hundreds, or perhaps thousands, before 
the end of the season.... If any stocks 
arc weak, it is important to ascertain 
which they arc, that the}- may be par- 
ticularly guarded against robbers.' It 
is much better to guard against tho be- 
ginning of evil than to cure it after- 
wards. Close the entrance, allowing 
only one bee to pass at once. 
Keep a 


look out on every real warm day for 
tho robbers to commence. Do j.'rt mis- 
take a few fighting outside for evidence 
of piHaging; it is often a good sign, and 
indicates courage for defence. 
Visit 


them after sundown on such days.— 
Sometimes the bees around a weak hive 
show unusual activity at the time; those 
arc robbers, and if lot alone, will appro- 
priate every particle of honey, while 
the owners scorn to look on with the 
utmost indifference, and make no effort 
to save themselves from famine. To 
break np this habit, it is hardly worth 
•while to resort to many oftlu common 
methods recommended, particularly tho 
one of ia.oviiig tbe hive to different 
places, unless the distance bo at leasjj a 
mile. The least trouble is, to confine 
tbo boos in some way that will admit 
sufficient air into the bive, and carry it 
to some dark room, until two or three 
•warm days have passed, when it may 
bo rotnrn'ed to its stand, and watched 
as before.... Graduate the entrance of 
all the hives to accommodate the bees 
that arc to pass .... Take advantage of 
th'e first stormy day, to gat hives and 
toxes in readiness; seald, and scrape 
clean the inside of old hives, and. they 
•will answer to use again. If any are to 
be painted, it should be at once attend- 
ed to, that they may be thoroughly 
dry, and lose the rank smell of the 
paint.. '. '• Put up a small box near the 
hive for tho wren to rest in. This bird 
}• a great help in catching the worms. 
.'... Erect a fence to break the force of 
the prevailing winds. .„ Let the sun 
•trike the bive in all moderate weather.
